T here’s a fascinating political duel going on at Lans­ 
ing between Republican Governor George Romney and 
the Democratic Legislature. Both have their eyes on 
1966 elections when th ey ’ll be describing their records 
to the voters of Michigan. 
Tile ideal situation for the public would be to have 
them collaborate on legislation needed by the state and 
to share the credit for it. but this is a form of altruism 
which politicians avoid. We have all heard criticism of 
such agreem ent in charges of “me-tooism.” 
Romney is an unusual man and an unusual politi­ 
cian. Never a strong p arty man. he keeps the belief 
th a t the citizens can rise up in th eir w rath or th eir en­ 
thusiasm and make self-governm ent a non-partisan 
reality. Practically, of course, one m ust lie partisan to 
be a realistic politician and Romney is a realist and a 
Republican. The conservatism of the party much more 
nearly coincides with Ins personal convictions than the 
free spending of the Dem ocrats.
